Dear Ms Warne, 


The South Dakota Democratic Party (SDDP) amended its 2002 pre-general election and 
2002 year-end reports. 


In the pre-general report previously filed, because of an accounting error, the SDDP 
reported $148,666.33 more non-federal to federal transfers. This of course decreased our 
expenditures by that amount and increased our amount on hand by that amount for that 
period. 


In the year end report previously filed, because of an accounting error, the SDDP did not 
report paying off the Dakota Heritage State Bank before the end of the year. This 
decreased our amended amount on hand by $100,000 and results in showing no 
obligation to the Dakota Heritage State Bank on the amended report. Additionally, the 
$100,000 payoff is listed on the summary page and increases the cash outflow during this 
period. 


These two amended reports are then correct and bring the cash on hand number to 
$297,486.43 as of year end 2002, which we carry to the beginning balance for our year 
end 2003 report.
